‘Indications League Opponents 
_ May Give Up Efforts to Force 
Test Before Germans Act. 


w the Aesociated Press. 

“WASHINGTON, June 20.—There 
are growing indications today that 
opponents o§ the League of Nations 
may abandon all efforts to force a 
test vote on the subject in the Sen- 
ate before the Germans act on the 
peace treaty at Versailles. 

Hope of bringing a roll call on the 
Knox resolution virtually has been 
abandoned, and some leaders think 
it mav be permitted to die without 
even ning formally before the 
Senate for action. It was designed 
to give noti®e of opposition to ac- 
cepting the League covenant along 
with the peace terms, and, in the 
general opinion, it will cease to 
serve its purpose if Germany accepts 
the treaty. Whether any other ex- 
pedient will be adopted to show 
Senate sentiment today or tomorrow 
also is uncertain. 

Debate on the League of Nations 
shifted to political ground again yes- 
with a resulting flurry of 
party feeling which ended in an ad- 
monition by the chair that Senate 
rules must be observed. :

Williams of .Mississipp\|, Democratic 
the Foreign Relations 
charted that the Repub- 
licans had “stacked” the committec 
against the league.
